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LIBRARY REGULATIONS 


(a) Books, periodicals and pamphlets may be borrowed by 
Fellows, Ordinary Members, Associates and Affiliates personally or 
by a messenger producing a written order. The person to whom 
such publications are delivered shall sign a receipt for them in a 
book provided for that purpose. 


(b) Publications may be borrowed through the post, or by other 
means of carriage, upon a written order. The postage or carriage of 
publications returned to the Society shall be defrayed by the 
borrower. 


(c) A borrower may not have more than three publications in 
his possession at one time. 


(d) A borrower will be considered liable for the value of any 
publication lost or damaged while on loan to him, and, if it be a 
single volume or part of a set, for the value of the whole work 
thereby rendered imperfect. Marking or writing in the publications 
is not permitted, and borrowers are requested to call attention to 
damage of this character. 


(e) Books and pamphlets may be retained for twenty-eight days. 
Periodicals may be retained for fourteen days. Applications for 
extension of the loan period must be made in writing before its. 
expiry. No publication may be kept longer than three months. 

(f) Books and pamphlets added to the library will not be lent 
until after the expiry of one month from the date received. The 
current number of a periodical may not be borrowed. 

(g) Borrowers retaining publications longer than the time speci- 
fied, and neglecting to return them when demanded, forfeit the right 
to borrow until they be returned, and for such further time as may 
be ordered by the Council. 

Any borrower failing to comply with a request for the return of a 
publication shall be considered liable for the cost of replacing it, 
and the Council may, after giving due notice to him, order it to be 
replaced at his expense. 

No publication may be reissued to the same borrower until at 
least seven days have elapsed after its return, neither may it be 
transferred by one borrower to another. 

(h) Publications may not be taken or sent out of the United 
Kingdom. 

(i) Publications returned through the post must be securely 
packed in a box or otherwise adequately protected. 

(j) The Library may be used for reference by Fellows, Ordinary 
pees Associates and Affiliates during the office hours of the

equal to an annual birth-rate of 23:4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
yopulation—-and 31,178 deaths, representing an annual rate of 27°7 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
er merators at the several Irish seaports), 5,302 persons emigrated. 
A decrease of 10,135 would, therefore, appear to have taken place in 
r ee The population estimated to the middle of the year is 
025,* 


In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 22°6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 29:9 per 1,000. 
The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-4 under the average rate 


a os corresponding quarter of the ten years 1890-99, but 0°6 
the rate for the first quarter of 1899. The deaths exceed

those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1899 by 9,267 ; the 
death-rate is 8:4 over the rate for that quarter, and 5‘7 over the average 
for the first quarter of the ten years 1890-99. 


Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1899, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 691 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on Satur- 
days during the quarter, and an increase of 2,410, or 4:1 per cent., in 
the average number of persons on out-door relief. 


Compared with the averages for the first quarter of the ten years 
1890-99 the number of Workhouse inmates shows an increase of 484, 
and the number of persons on out-door relief a decrease of 601, the 
total under both heads being 0:1 per cent. below the average for the 
first quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°1 per cent. 


The annual marriage-rate (4°5 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the fourth quarter of 1899 is 0-1 over 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,067) registered in Ireland during the fourth quarter 
of 1899 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being equal to the rate for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1898, and 0°] over the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1889-98, Of the total number of marriages 3,235 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,832 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 
rate of 3°8 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 6°6 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the corresponding 
period of the preceding ten years, the rate under the former heading 
shows an increase of 0:2, while that under the latter is equal to the 
average. Of the 22,192 marriages registered last year 6,602 were 
registered in the first quarter, 5,433 in the second, 5,090 in the third, 
and 5,067 in the fourth.

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
March last was 26,345—13,429 boys and 12,916 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 42-7, or 23:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1890-99 was 27,412, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 23:8 per 1,000 of the estimated mean

DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
3lst March last was 31,178—14,927 males and 16,251 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 36:1, or 27°7 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1890-99 was 22:0 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 30:0 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 25:8; in Ulster, 27°6 ; 
and in Connaught, 19°6. 

The county death-rates* range from 18-1 in Mayo to 37°4 in Dublin. 
Between these rates the lowest five are—Roscommon, 18°5; Sligo, 18:5; 
Leitrim, 19:9 ; Donegal, 20°1 ; and Kerry, 211 ; and the highest five 
are—Antrim, 31:4; Down, 29°7; Longford, 28:9; Tyrone, 28°6 ;

Ages.—Of the 31,178 deaths registered last quarter, 3,261, or 16°5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 15,496, or 49-7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 123:8 per 1,000 of the births registered, 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1] 
year old equalled 11-0 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 10-1 per cent. ; in Ulster, 10-7 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
9:1 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
_ tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 45°8 per cent.; in 
Munster to 52°6 per cent.; in Ulster to 48°7 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 56°5 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province, 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter, 31,178, was 
5,829 above the average of the corresponding quarter of the last ten 
years, and 11,864 over the number of deaths registered during the 
previous quarter, or 27:7 per 1,000 of the estimated population. The 
cause of the high death rate must be found in the ravages of influenza, 
with its complications, during a prolonged and severe winter. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseases* registered is 1,049, equivalent to an annual rate of 0-9 per 
1,000 living, being 0-5 under the rate for the preceding three months, 
and equal to that for the first quarter of last year, and 0:2 under the 
average rate for the first quarter of the ten years 1890-99, 


| Small-pox.— No death from small-pox occurred in Ireland during 
the quarter. 


Measles.— here were 260 deaths from measles, being 335 less than 
the number that occurred in the last quarter of 1899, but 65 in excess 
of the number of deaths from this disease in the corresponding quarter 
of last year. 58 deaths occurred in the Unions of Dublin North and 
Dublin South, 39 in Athy Registrar’s District, and 14 in Belfast. 


Scarlatina.——Sixty deaths took place in 24 of the Unions of Ireland_— 
in number 159—8 in South Dublin, being the highest figure recorded. 
There were 59 deaths from scarlatina in the corresponding quarter of 
last year, and 106 in the first quarter of 1898. This number (60) is 
68 under the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five 
years, 


Typhus.—Twenty deaths were caused by this disease. Of those 7 
took place in Sligo, and the other 13 were distributed over thirteen 
Unions throughout the country, the respective number of deaths for 
the four provinces being Leinster, 3 ; Munster, 6; Ulster, 3; and 
Connaught, 8. The number of deaths caused by typhus in the corre- 
sponding quarter of last year was 32, and the average for the first 
quarter of the past five years 46, 


Whooping-cough, which caused 395 and 273 deaths respectively in 
the first quarters of the years 1898-1899, has fallen to 214 for last

quarter, or 150 below the average of the first quarter of the last five 
years, Again one-fourth of the deaths occurred in Belfast Union, 
7 in Dublin North, 13 in Dublin South, 11 in Cookstown, 7 in Tuam, 
6 in Waterford, 5 in Newtownards, 6 in New Ross, 9 in Lurgan, 8 in 
Fermoy, 7 in Dungarvan, 7 in Downpatrick, and 8 in Ballina. 


Diphtheria-—Lhere were 108 deaths from diphtheria, being 11 over 
the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years, and 4 
over the number in the last quarter of 1899, and 8 over the number in 
the first or corresponding quarter of 1899. The provinces furnished 
the following to the total:—Leinster, 42; Munster, 13; Ulster, 47; 
Connaught, 6. Sixteen deaths from diphtheria occurred in Belfast 
Union, 10 in Dublin North, 10 in Dublin South, 6 in Rathdown, 6 in 
Kilkenny, and 5 in Armagh. 


Simple continued and Ill-defined Fever.—19 deaths were returned 
under this heading—5 in Leinster, 9 in Munster, 4 in Ulster, and 1 
in Connaught. This number is 7 under the average for the corre- 
sponding quarter of the last five years. 


Enteric Fever.—The deaths from enteric fever, which rose from 157 
in the June quarter of last year to 230 in the September quarter, and to 
247 in the last quarter of 1899, subsided to 157, which is 10 less than 
the number for the corresponding quarter of last year, and 31 under 
the average for the first quarter of the past five years. The provinces 
supplied the following number :—Leinster, 36 ; Munster, 37 ; Ulster, 
77 ; Connaught, 7. In Belfast Union 40 deaths took place, or slightly 
over one-fourth of the total; 27 in the Unions of Dublin North and 
Dublin South ; 6 in Ballyshannon Union, and 5 in Lisburn. 





Diarrhoea.—The deaths from diarrhea, 207, are less by 134, com- 
pared with the last quarter of 1899, but 42 in excess of the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year, and 39 in excess of the average for the first 
quarter of the past five years. The provinces furnished the total as 
following :—Leinster, 62 ; Munster, 55 ; Ulster, 79 ; Connaught, 11. 


Chol2ra, English.— As in the previous quarter, four deaths occurred 
from this disease—1 in Ballinrobe Union, 1 in Dublin Suuth, 1 in Kil- 
mallock, 1 in Tralee. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—Measles in 72 districts, scarlatina in 14, whooping-cough 
in 19, diphtheria in 7, fever in 14 (typhus 3 and enteric 11), influenza 
in 293, and mumps in 3. 


Inquests.—_There were 679 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 46 of the total deaths 
registered. 


In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 39 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 71, in Ulster 1 to 38, and in Connaught 1 to 82. 


Deaths in Public Institutions.— (Of the 31,178 deaths registered, 5,357: 
or 17:2 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per 
centage was 23°3, in Munster 22:0, in Ulster 11:1, and in Connaught 10-7-

VACCINATION. 


According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
first quarter of the year 1900, there were 13,188 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 5,367 cases the operation was postponed, 36 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,830 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 
total of 20,421 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 
nation were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 
According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 31st March last, was 5,302 (3,634 males and 1,663 females), being 
1,027 more than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1899, and 219 
under the average number for the first quarter of the ten years 1890-99.

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 22s. to 28s. per ton.

The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland, was reduced on the 11th January from 6 per cent. at which it 
stood since the 30th November 1899, te 5 per cent., and on the 25th 
January, to 41 per cent.

The mean height of the barometer during the first quarter of 1900 
was 29:843 inches, being ‘092 inch under the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the five years 1895-9 ; the highest reading (30-845

maximum temperature was 56:4°, and the minimum 12-7°, The 
maximum heat in sun was 106:1°, and the minimum on the grass 10-0°, 

Rain or snow fell on 67 days during the quarter. The rain-fall 


measured 7:075 inches, being *719 inches over the average for tho 


first quarter of the five years 1895-99. The greatest monthly rain- 
fall was in February, when 3-215 inches were registered, 

The wind blew on 12 days each from N. and S.W., on 20 days from 
W., on 2 days from S.E., on 5 days each from S. and N.W., on 6 days 
from E., and on 9 days from N.E., and the air was calm on 19 days 
at 9 A.M. 


January.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°877 inches; the highest reading (30-480 inches) was on the 10th, 
at 9 p.m., wind W. ; and the lowest (29-339 inches) on the 3rd, at 
9 aM., wind S. The mean temperature of the air was 41-0°, the 
maximum registered was 53°3°, and the minimum 27:7°. The 21st 
was the warmest day, and the 5th the coldest night. The mean 
of the dry bulb was 41:4°, and of the wet bulb 39:9°. The maximum 
heat in sun was 84:9°, and the minimum on the grass 22:2°. The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 17 nights. The total amount 
of sunshine recorded was 63-0 hours, the greatest daily amount being 
7-2 hours on the 29th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum "35 
and the mean ‘7. Rain or snow fell on 28 days. The rainfall measured 
2855 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘325 inch on the 30th. 


February.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°555 inches; the highest reading (30-248 inches) was on the 28th, 
at 9 p.m., wind N.E.; and the lowest (28-540 inches) on the 19th, at 
9 A.M., wind N.E. The mean temperature of the air was 35:5°, the 
maximum registered was 56:4°, and the minimum 12:7°.. The 24th was 
the warmest day, and the 12th the coldest night. ‘Che mean of the dry 
bulb was 34°5°, and of the wet bulb 33:2°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 95:1", and the minimum on the grass 100°, The minimum 
on the grass was below 32° on 21 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
recorded was 92-5 hours, the greatest daily amount being 8:8 hours 


on the 23rd. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the minimum -3, and the 


mean ‘6. Rain or snow fell on 22 days. The rain-fall measured 3-215 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was °515 inch on the 8th.

Louth County. 


ARDEE; Collon, No. 1.—Vaccinations 
postponed owing to severity of the weather 


and the occurrence of influenza among some 
of the children.

Vac- 
cinations in a good many cases postponed 
as a consequence,

DROGHEDA ; Stamullen.—-The district has 
been in a healthy condition during the 
quarter. Sanitary state and water supply 
generally good. 

— Influenza 
was very prevalent in last quarter, and was 
very fatal in the case of infants and old 
peop'e.

Influenza very prevalent—not fatal; many 
children affected. Vaccirations in many 
cases postponed.

Kitrusx# ; Carrigaholt.—During the 
past quarter influenza has been very preva- 
lent all over the district.

— There were 
only four primary vaccinations during 
quarter owing to influenza and the severity 
of the weather,

been prevalent. Pulmonary diseases have 
caused the deaths of many old people.

__ Banvon; Murragh—Of the twenty 
deaths registered during the quarter fourteen 
‘Were due to diseases of the respiratory 
organs, 
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BANDON; Templemartin.—Vaccination 
postponed during the quarter owing to an 
epidemic of influenza, and very bad weather. 


Bantry; Bantry W.—Influenza of a 
very severe type was prevalent in the dis- 
trict, which caused many deaths from. 
bronchial complications. There were also 
some cases of measles, in consequence of 
which and the severe state of the weather, 
vaccination was very backward, 


BANTRY; Durrus and Kilcrohane.—Had 
to postpone all cases of vaccination, with 
few exceptions, on account of a general out- 
break of influenza of a bad type, with high 
temperature, and great depression after- 
wards. Of the seven deaths registered, the 
ages were 75, 87, 85, 81, 82, 87, and 65 
years, 


CASTLETOWN ; Castletown, W.—An epi- 
demic of influenza prevailed during the 
winter and spring. It has passed away. 


CastLeTown; Kilcatherine. — Influenza 
prevalent, which retards vaccination. 


CLoNAKILTY; Clonakillty, W.—Influ- 
enza very prevalent. Seventeen deaths 
from it registered, and twelve others regis- 
tered as from bronchitis and pneumonia, were 
properly due to italso. One death of aman 
aged 106 registered. Vaccination was at a 
stand-still until within the last fortnight , 
owing to the severe cold and influenza, 


CronaKILty ; Rosscarbery.—Influenza 
and bronchitis prevalent in district. 


CrLonakILty; Timoleague.—Four deaths 
from influenza during quarter, Vaccination 
postponed in consequence of epidemic of in- 
fluenza, and still prevalent. Phthisis ap- 
pears to be on the increase—seven deaths 
registered during quarter. 


Cork ; Ballincollig.—No method of deal- 
ing with liquid sewage in the village of 
Ballincollig. Water tables require replac- 
ing by cement tables. Manure heaps in 


farmers’ and labourers’ yards too cluse to 


houses. 


Cork ; Blarney. — Influenza was very 
prevalent in Elarney village and its neigh- 
bourhood in the early part of the quarter— 
five deaths resulted from this disease. 


Cork, Carrigaline, No. 1.—The death 
rate, it will be noticed, is abnormally high, 
the number exceeding the sum of the three 
quarters immmediately preceding, This 
was mainly due to the epidemic of influenza 
which ravaged the district at the end of last 
and beginning of this year. 

Cork; Carrigaline, No. 2.—Influenza, 
and chest affections rather prevalent during 
the quarter. 

Cork; Carrignavar.—Owing to the pre- 
valence of influenza and complications, T 
considered it advisable to postpone vaccina- 
tion till coming ‘quarter. 

Corx; No. 4.—Influenza very prevalent, 
especially amongst children. 
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Corx ; Dripsey. —There was a very 
severe epidemic of influenza since the middle 
of December, 1899, and very few children 
were presented for vaccination on that 


account, and also the severity of the 
weather.

cases of measles during quarter. Vaccina- 
tion neglected, due to above and cold 
weather. 


Dunmanway ; JSallyneen.—In_ conse- 
quence of the severity of the weather and 
of an epidemic of influenza I did not vac- 
cinate any children during the quarter. 


Dunmanway; Dunmanway, W.—-- A 
severe epidemic of influenza during the first 
two months of the quarter. It is nearly 
gone now. 


Fermoy ; Rathcormac.—On account of 
the inclemency of the weather the children 
were unable to be brought in to be vac- 
cinated. 


KanturkK; Kanturk, W.—Influenza of 
a virulent type very prevalent, owing to 
which vaccinations had to be practically 
postponed, 


KitMAwwock ; Charleville. —The district 
is healthy. There were four cases of 
typhoid fever during the past quarter in 
the district. I have postponed the vaccina- 
tion during this quarter, as we had a good 
deal of influenza and the weather was very 
severe. 


KinsaLe ; Ballyfeard.—An epidemic of 
influenza, complicated in most cases with 
bronchitis and in more with pneumonia, 
prevailed during quarter. One case of 
typhus was sent to hospital, but the patient 
was couvalescing when sent in. One death 
occurred at 90, two over 80, and four over 
70 years. 

Macroom; IJnchigeela,a—Owing to in- 
fluenza and the severity of the weather 
vaccinations have not been up to the 
average. 


Macroom ; Macroom, W.—A severe type 
of influenza was very prevalent during 
January and February, and has been given 
as the cause of death in ten cases registered 
during the quarter.

YouGHaL; Killeagh.—There were no- 
vaccinations during quarter, owing to bad 
weather and prevalence of bronchitis amongst 
infants.

CAHERSIVEEN ; Glanbehy.—There were 
nine deaths from influenza. ‘Three of the 
deaths registered for the quarter now ended 
were of persons 90 years of age each. 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Valencia.-—In fluenza very 
prevalent during the quarter—three deaths 
registered from that cause. 


DiNnGLE; Casilegregory. —V accination has 
been postponed owing to the majority of child- 
ren suffering from chest troubles. District 
healthy, there being no case of infectious or 
contagious disease during past quarter. 


DinGiE ; Dingle, W.—There has been an 
epidemic of influenza, complicated with 
bronchitis and pneumonia in a considerable 
number of cases in the district for the last 
month. As the weather is becoming finer 
the disease is disappearing. 


DinetE; Ventry.--Influenza of a mild 
type all over the district. Seven deaths 
from influenza registered. 


KENMARE; Kenmare, W.—Owing to 
severe influenza epidemic no vaccinations 
were performed. 


KENMARE ; Kilgarvan.—A mild epidemic 
of measles has prevailed in the district, 
Influenza has been very prevaleat, and there 
have been two cases of scarlatina. Owing to 
the above causes and also to the severity of 
the weather, there have been no primary 
vaccinations during the quarter. 


KENMARE ; Tuosist.—Owing to the severe 
weather and the influenza epidemic which 
raged during the months of January and 
February, the children were not brought for 
vaccinations. 


KILLARNEY ; Coom.—Influenza prevalent 
during the quarter. Fourteen children were 
vaccinated in the last week of quarter, but 
not inspected until the termination of the 
quarter. Sanitary state of district good, 
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Kitiarney ; Killarney, No. 1, W.—A 
very severe epidemic of influenza during 
January and February--no vaccinations in 
consequence, 


KinuaRney; Killarney, No. 2. —No 
vaccinations during the quarter owing to a 
very severe epidemic of influenza. 


KILLARNEY;  Killorglin. — The death 
record for the quarter is by far the largest 
_in-my experience, due to the prevailing 

epidemic, influenza. Owing to the severity 
of the weather I have only just started vac- 
-cination. 


KILLARNEY ; Milltown. —Influenza pre- 
vailed extensively and caused some deaths 
at the extremes of life. 


Ktuuarney; Molahiffe.—Influenza was 
prevalent during quarter, for which reason 
vaccination had been postponed. Deaths 
registered attained the ages—97, 86, 85, 
84, 83, 80, 75, 75, 70, 70, 65. 


ListowEL; Ballyduff.—There was a very 
severe epidemic of influenza in the district 
during the past quarter. Asa consequence 
vaccination had to be postponed. 


ListowEL ; Tarbert. — Measles pre- 
valent during January and February, and 
_ influenza during February and March. 


TRALEE ; Ardfert. — Influenza and 
measles have been very prevalent in the 
district for the past quarter, and this accounts 
for the small number of vaccinations per- 
_ formed during the term. 


TRALEE; Tralee, No. 1, W.—Owing to 
the severe weather since Christmas people 
have not brought their children for vac- 
cination: ; 


Limerick County. 


Croom; Castletown.—An epidemic of 
influenza, so general that scarcely a house- 
hold in the district escaped, made the post- 
ponement of primary vaccination necessary, 
The same cause accounts for the number of 
deaths registered being so much greater 
than that of the births. It was among the 
Very aged that the epidemic and its sequela 
were most fatal. Of eight of the deaths 
_ Yegistered the following were the stated 
ages— 80, 81, 85, 85, 87, 89, 91, and 98. 


Kitmarxocr ; Bruf.—Vaccination post- 

poned owing to influenza, with bronchial 

and pulmonary complications. Some cases 
of scarlatina not of a severe type. 


Kirmatiock ; Bruree.—Influenza with 
bronchial complications was very prevalent 
during the menths of J anuary and February 
—otherwise the district is healthy. 


Kirimartock; Kilfinnane. —- Influenza 
very prevalent amongst children during the 
_ past quarter and all vaccinations postponed. 


Kiwmatiocx Kilmallock, W.— Very 
ew vaccinations owing to a severe epidemic 
of influenza. Nineteen deaths of persons 
over 80 were registered this quarter, five 
of whom were 90 and over, 
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LimerIcK ; Annacotty.—Influenza very 
prevalent during the monthsof J anuary and 
February, 


Limerick; Cahirconlish.—The vaccina- 
tion was postponed owing to severe weather 
and prevalence of influenza. 


Limerick; Limerick, No. 3.—A wide- 
spread epidemic of influenza here has 
caused much pneumonia, broncho-pneu- 
monia, and bronchitis. There has been 
a kind of diphtieritic sore throat in a 
good many of the cases of influenza; but I 
did not consider it by any means diphtheria. 
I have also had in connection with the 
influenza four or five cases of bad mania, all 
of whom got better but one, who died of 
pneumonia—and the peculiarity of these 
maniacal cases was that, except where there 
was some degree of pneumonia present, the 
temperature and pulse were normal or sub- 
normal, 


Listowe.; Glin.—Influenza very rife 
in this district during the quarter—it is 
made responsible for only two deaths. The 
severity of the weather was unprecedented 
and had a most fatal effect on the very old. 
The death of a poor man whose age was 
stated to be 101 years was registered. I 
have a great number of defaulters under the 
Vaccination Act. 


MircHetstown ; Galbally. — Owing to 
influenza and bronchial troubles being very 
prevalent in the district during this quarter 
I had to postpone vaccination. 


MITCHELSTOWN ; Mitchelstown, No. 2.— 
Vaccination postponed owing to the very 
general epidemic of influenza prevailing. 


NEwcast_e ; Ardagh.-—Influenza in the 
district for the past three months; two 
deaths registered from same. 


NEwcastLE; Newcastle, W. — Large 
number of influenza cases in January and 
February, causing many deaths among the 
aged. 

RATHKEALE; Askeaton.—Influenza was 
very prevalent during the past quarter. Of 
the deaths registered one—a male—was 10¥ 
years of age, another 98 years, and two 
others 90 years each; the deaths of two 
females were also registered—one, 95 years, 
and the second 90 years of age. 


Rarukeare ; Pallaskenry.—Measles of 
a mild type has been prevalent during the 
past quarter. There has been no fatal case 
of this disease, 


RaTHKEALE; Rathkeale, No.1, W.—The 
intense cold of January and: March had 
a disastrous effect on old people, who 
became literally refrigerated, as old 
people do not recognise the necessity 
of warm fires and additional covering of 
body in bed and out of it in intensely cold 
weather, The mortality from advanced age 
was therefore doubled. 

TIPPERARY ; Grean. - Owing to the pre- 
valence of broncho-pneumenia amongst chil- 
dren, and also the severity of the weather, 
the vaccinations for the quarter are back- 
ward. 
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Tipperary County. 


BorrisoKANe ; Borrisokane, W.—The 
great severity of the weather prevented 
parents from sending their children to be 
vaccinated. 


Borrisokane; Terryglass.—Influenza 
and measles prevalent. Children not vac- 
cinated owing to the inclemency of the 
weather and prevailing influenza. 


Cartan; Ballingarry.—Measles and 
influenza were prevalent during the quar- 
ter. 


CatLtan; Mullinahone.—There was a 
severe epidemic of influenza during first 
half of quarter, and some cases still; fortu- 


nately, the poor got over it best, or rather’ 


were less severely attacked. Probably the 
influenza, combined with the severe weather, 
prevented vaccination being attended to. 


Carrick-on-Suir; Carrick-on-Suir, W. 
~—Influenza prevailed all during the winter. 
Many old people died from it. Owing to 
the severity of the weather very few children 
were vaccinated. 


CarricK-on-Suir; Garrangibbon.— The 
weather was too severe for vaccination. 
Influenza was very prevalent. 


CasHEL; Killenaule.-No vaccination 
during the quarter owing to the severe 
weather. Nineteen old people died during 
the quarter owing to influenza and broncho- 
pneumonia. 


CasHEL; Kilpatrick.--Two deaths from 
influenéa, There is a good deal of general 
delicacy amongst children, most of whom 
suffered from gastro-enteritis last autumn and 
early winter; vaccination postponed on same 
account.

CLonmMEL; Clonmel, W.--Influenza was 
exceedingly prevalent during the quarter, 
and in my opinion the great mortality from 
respiratory diseases was owing to this cause, 


CronmEL; Marlfield.— We had an out-

Vaccina- 
tion much neglected, but not on account of 
diseases. 


Guenties ; Dunglow, No. 1.—A mild 
form of measles has appeared in this district. 
Vaccination has been well attended during 
this quarter. The district is in a good sani- 
tary condition. 
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GLENTIES ; Dunglow, No. 2—-The recent 
large increase in the population of Burton- 
port village due to railway works, sewing 
factory, &c., without sanitary accommoda- 
tion, threatens to affect injuriously the public 
health of the district. 


GLENTIES; Glenties, W.-— The water 
supply of the village is very defective. 


GuENTIEs; Killybegs, —— Influenza and 
measles have been prevalent during the past 
quarter, but no deaths occurred from the 
latter. 


InisHOWEN ; Buncrana.—Influenza very 
prevalent throughout district during quar- 
ter, in consequence of which vaccination had 
to be postponed. Of the persons aged 60 
years and upwards registered four were over 
90 years, 


IntsHowen; Carndonagh, W.--Owing to 
the prevalence of influenza and bronchial 
troubles among children vaccination in the 
great majority of cases had to be postponed. 


INISHOWEN; Clonmany.—There has been 
an epidemic of influenza prevailing through- 
out the district for the last three months, 
consequently all vaccinations were post- 
poned. 


INIsHOWEN; Malin.—One death from 
diphtheria is reported, but not yet regis- 
tered. The disease was imported into 
district by a clergyman who attended a 
patient suffering from this illness in an 
adjoining county and contracted disease 
there.

Downpatrick; Killyleayh.—Influenza 
has been epidemic during the quarter, 
Three deaths are attributed to it. There is 
no other epidemic in the district at present, 


KinkEeL; Kilkeel, No. 2. — District 
healthy, except one or two isolated cases of 
scarlatina of a very mild type. Deaths of 
aged people from bronchial affections more 
frequent than usual, which accounts for 
the large number of deaths in district for 
quarter. Influenza has been rife, but very 
mild. 


KILKEEL; Rosstrevor.—The ages of the 
persons 60 and upwards whose deaths were 
registered were—two at 64, two at 67, two

Lissurn; Drumbeg.—Influenza was very 
prevalent in January, and five deaths are 
attributed to it. 


LisBuRN; Saintfield. — Influenza was 
raging in district during first two months of 
year, and asa result a large number of old 
people were carried off, the oldest member 
dying at age of 98, 


LurGan; Moira.—Influenza has been 
prevalent, and chest diseases account for 
nearly four-fifths of the deaths, Birth 
rate low. 


Lurcan; Waringstown. — There have 
been afew cases of whooping-cough and 
scarlet fever, 


Newry ; Donaghmcere.—Influenza very 
prevalent, but no deaths, though about 
twenty cases of congestion of lungs as a 
complication, 


Newry; Rathfryland. — Influenza and 
its sequele took away a great number of 
aged. On account of influenza I did not 
care for pushing vaccination, and the snow 
in my district only commenced to melt 
yesterday. 


NEWTOWNARDS ; Greyabbey,— Mortality 
chiefly amongst aged. Of forty-four 
deaths registered thirty were 60 years and

Croners; Rosslea.—There was great mor- 
tality among the aged during the quarter. 
The deaths of two persons, a male and a 
female respectively, at 100 years, were 
registered. 


ENNISKILLEN; Ely.—Influenza has been 
prevalent in district for some time past. 
No other disease in the district. 


ENNISKILLEN; Florencecourt. — Measles 
of a severe type was prevalent through the 
district during quarter. Oue case of scarlet 
fever, which was removed to fever hospital, 
took place in the beginning of last month. 


ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. 1,—In- 
fluenza was prevalent over the entire district 
and prevented primary vaccination. 


InvtnesTowN ; Clonelly.—Influenza pre- 
valent. 


IrvinEstown; Ederncy.—I have regis- 
tered the death of a person 100 years of 
age, on what I believe to be very good 
evidence. 


IrvinEstown; Irvinestown, W.—Diph- 
theria occurred in two families during the 
quarter, resulting in three deaths in one, 
and one in the other. Influenza prevailed 
‘during the earlier part of the quarter, but 
has now passed away; it had, however, a 
very appreciable effect in reducing vacciaa- 
tion 
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LisnaAskEA; Derrylin.—Some influenza 
still prevalent; no other epidemic. 


LisNASKEA; Lisnaskea,. W.—Influenza 
prevalent in this district during past quarter, 
causing several deaths of old persons,

CoLERAINE; Garvagh.—lInfluenza and 
its complications have accounted for eight 
of the deaths registered. 


ConerAIne; Kilrea.—Few primary vac- 
cinations owing to the prevalence of influ- 
enza in the district during the quarter, 


CoLERAINE; Portstewart, — Influenza 
was prevalent, but only two deaths amongst 
old people were due to it. [ saw two cases of 
measles on the 28th of March, and had one 
very mild case of scarlatina in February.

MonaGHan; Monaghan, W.—The 
sanitary condition of the district is satis- 
factory; there has been no epidemic disease, 
and although the number of deaths has 
been more numerous than usual, the cause is 
attributable to the effect of the weather on 
old people.

CASTLEDERG; Costlederg, — Sanitary 
state of district satisfactory at present. 
Influenza very prevalent past quarter. 


CAsTLEDERG; Drumquin.—The high 
death-rate for quarter was due to severe 
weather and influenza epidemic. ‘There is 
onedea that the age of 106 years, which may 
be taken as fairly correct. 


CastieperRG: Killeter.—Influenza very 
prevalent during the quarter. 


CiocueEr ; Ballygawley. —Influenza pre- 
valent duriug the quarter. 


CLoGHER ; Clogher, W.—A very severe 
epidemic of influenza in district during the 
quarter, which prevented children being 
brought out for vaccination. The sanitary 
condition of district is good. 


CLoGHER; Fivemiletown.—The deaths 
during the quarter are very high, and nearly 
all took placz during the last two months, 
and were mostly the result of old age, in- 
fluenza and its complications. The weather 
has been very cold, unsettled, and severe 
during the months of February and March, 
and caused also’ a great many cases of 
bronchitis and other chest affections. Some 
cases of measles during the last two weeks, 
but the attack is of a mild character. 


Cookstown; Cookstown, W.— There 
have been epidemics of whooping-cough and 
influenza in the district, consequently greatly 
diminished vaccination. 


Cookstown; Stewartstown.--There has 
been an epidemic of influenza.

There 
were no deaths. An epidémic of influenza 
was also prevalent, which carried off a few 
of the old people. Sanitation fairly good. 


Duncannon; Clonavaddy.—-Sanitary 
arrangements in the district fairly good. 
Majority of deaths were due to influenza 
and pulmonary complications; also natural 
decay. 


DuNGANNON; Coal Island.—The mor- 
tality during quarter was higher than in 
any quarter during past ten years, but 
mostly among aged people, viz.—70 and 
over, 8 deaths; 80 and over, 16 deaths; 
and three of 94,95, and 97 years respec- 
tively. 


IrvINESTOWN; Tvillick.—Of the deaths 
registered during the quarter, thirty-two 
were of old people. One at the age of 96; 
one 87; one 86; two 85; two 84; one 83; 
one 82; and six at 80. Influenza of a very 
severe form prevailed in the district during 
the past quarter. Measles of a very mild 
form also prevailed, and four cases of typhus 
fever occurred in one family. The houses 
of the poorer class are in a very dilapidated 
state. 


OmaAGH ; Dromore.— Influenza very pre- 
valent during the quarter. 

OmaGH ; Drumquin——Yhe sanitary ar- 
rangements in the district are fairly good. 
Two mild cases of typhoid. No deaths 
from that disease There was a consider- 
able number of cases of influenza. 

OmacH; Fintona.—Influenza has been 
epidemic throughout the district during the 
past quarter, and a number of aged persons 
from 70 to 90 years of age died from the 
effects of that disease. The sanitary ar- 
rangements are good, 


OMAGH; Omagh, No. 1, W.—Vaccination 
considerably behind, owing to severe, cold 
weather. 


OmaGH; Omagh, No. 2.—The death rate 
in this district has been very high during 


the past quarter, owing to an epidemic of 
influenza. 


STRABANE ; Dunnamanagh. — Influenza 
has been prevalent during the quarter, but 
is now disappearing. 


STRABANE ; Newtownstewart,— Influenza, 
followed in many cases by congestion of 
lungs, has been prevalent. 


STRABANE; Plumbridge. — There has 
been a severe epidemic of influenza in the 
district during the past quarter.

BALLINasLoE ; Killaan. — Owing to 
general prevalence of influenza and its 
sequele and inclement weather there were 
few vaccinations performed.

CuirpEN; Rinvyle.— No vaccinations 
were performed during the quarter owing 
to the inclemency of the weather. 


CLIFDEN ; Roundstone, Vo. 1.—Some cases 
of influenza appeared during the last month’ 
of quarter, otherwise the district is healthy. 


CiirpEN ; Roundstone, No 2.—Of the 
deaths registered, four of them were of per— 
sons aged respectively 75, 80, 83, and 90 
years, and one that of a woman who reached 
the ripe age of 114 years. 


GaLway; Galway, No. 3.—Influenza. 
has again visited the district. 


GALWAY; Qranmore. — Thfiaiiaanh very 
prevalent during the quarter. 


GaLway ; Spiddle. —I have had some 
cases of typhus fever during quarter. In- 
fluenza was very prevalent. 


GAaLway ; Turloughmore.—There were: 
three case of epidemic cerebro-spinal menin-, 
gitis occurring on the same day, each about 
a mile apart. A great number of old people: 
died during the quarter. Thesanitary state 
is good. Influenza was prevalent 


GLENNAMADDY ; Glennamaddy, W.—The 
majority of the deaths registered were of 
very old persons, nine of whom were 80° 
years and over, three 90 years, and one:

GLENNAMADDY ; Williamstown.—Scarla- 
tina of a mild type occurred amongst the - 
members of one family. With this exception 
the district has been free from ayrsen 
diseases. 


Gort; Gort, W.—The cold harsh winds: 
prevented parents from bringing their. 
children to be vaccinated during the quarter.. 


Gort; Kinvarra.—One case of scarlet 
fever, which recovered. Good deal of influ-- 
enza during the quarter, and for this reason. 
vaccination was postponed. 


LoveureA; Bullaun.—Of the thirteen 
persons whose deaths were registered the 
ages of eleven were 63, 70, 72, 74, 81, 81, 
81, 85, 86, 89, and 97 years respectively. 


LoucHrReA ; Woodford.—An_ epidemic 
of measles, and several cases of pertussis: 
(whooping-cough) occurred, and the latter 
is only now subsiding. No death from 
either disease has been reported. Influenza 
in a very severe form was prevalent in all 
parts of the district during the months of 
January and February. 


OUGHTERARD; Cloonbur, No. 1.—Influ- 
enza very prevalent (epidemic) but has now 
nearly disappeared. 

OUGHTERARD; _ Lettermore. — Eleven 
deaths from influenza (mostly with pulmon- 
ary complications) have been registered 
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, during the quarter. These were confined 


(with two exceptions) to children and 
persons over 60 years of age. 


OUGHTERARD ; Oughterard, W.—Medical 
Officer states vaccination postponed owing 
to epidemic of influenza throughout the 
district. 


PORTUMNA ; Fyrecourt.—Influenza has 
been prevalent fer some weeks, but has now 
disappeared. 


PorTuMNA ; Portumna No. 2.—There 
have been no vaccinations performed during 
the winter months. 


Tuam; Dunmore.—Influenza very pre- 
valent and of a low form. 


TuAM ; Headford.—Vaccinations had to 
be postponed owing to the severity of the 
weather, and the prevalence of influenza. 


Leitrim County, 


Bawnsoy; Ballinamore. — Vaccination 
had to be postponed in consequence of the 
prevalence of measles. Influenza has now 
setin as an epidemic. Jistrict otherwise 
healthy. 


CaRRICK-ON-SHANNON ; Jamestown, W.— 
Of the twenty-one deaths of people over 60 
the average age was 75°4 years; eight of 
them were people of 80 years or upwards.

The marriages (6,295) registered in Ireland during the first quarter 
of 1900 are equivalent to an annual rate of 5‘6 per 1,000 of the estimated — 
population, being 0-2 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1899, and 0-7 under the average rate for the first quarter of the ten 
years 1890-99, Of the total number of marriages 5,101 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,194 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 

*The rates for the total of Ireland are calculated on the estimated population in the — 


middle of the year ; those for the provinces and counties on the population according to 
the Census of 1891, See note (*), page 108, 
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rate of 6:0 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 4:3 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the corresponding 
period of the preceding ten years, the rate under the former heading 
shows a decrease of 0:3, and under the latter a decrease of 0-9. Tt 
is to be borne in mind that in inany parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are cele- 
brated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for any of the 
other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during the quarter ended 30th 
June last was 27,044—14,008 boys and 13,036 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 41°6, or 24:0 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population, The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1890-99 was 28044, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 24°4 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 23:4 per 1,000 of the population, according to the Oensus of 
1891 ; Munster, 21:7; Ulster, 25:2; and Connaught, 19-4, 

The highest county birth-rate* is 31-5 for Antrim, and the lowest 
17-3 for Roscommon, Of the intermediate rates the highest five are 
—Down, 29:7; Dublin, 295; Carlow, 25-5; Kerry, 24:8; and 
Armagh, 23°5 ; and the lowest five are—Louth, 17:9; Leitrim, 17:9 ;

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DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
30th June last was 22,037—10,967 males and 11,070 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 51:1, or 19°6 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average rate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1890-99 was 18-7 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 20°6 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 17°8; in Ulster, 19:7 ; 
aud in Connaught, 15:0. 

The county death-rates* range from 13-5 in Leitrim to 25:1 in Dublin. 
Between these rates the lowest five are—Mayo, 14:0; Sligo, 14:9; 
Cavan, 15:1; Kerry, 15:1; and Roscommon, 15:2 ; and the highest five 
are—Antrim, 22:3; Down, 20°6; Armagh, 20:2; Queen’s, 20:0;

4ges.—Of the 22,037 deaths registered last quarter, 2,753, or 12:5 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 9,063, or 41:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 101°8 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 129 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; | 
in Munster, 12°6 per cent. ; in Ulster, 13-0 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10-0 per cent. ‘The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 37-3 per cent.; in 
Munster to 428 per cent.; in Ulster to 39-9 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 50°8 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 


Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotic 
diseasesj is 878, or less by 153 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1899, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 

per 1,000 living, being 0-1 under the rate for the second quarter of last 
year, and 0°3 under the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 


years 1890-99.

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Small-pox.—No death from small-pox occurred in Ireland during 
the quarter. 

Measles.—'‘l'here were 158 deaths from measles, being 102 less than 
the number which occurred in the previous quarter of the present year, 
and 136 less than the number that occurred in the corresponding quarter 
of 1899. 25 deaths from measles occurred in Glenties, 23 in Donegal, 
and 13 in Belfast, 

The deaths from measles were 16 under the average for the cor- 

_ responding quarter of the last five years. 

Scarlatina,—‘There were 56 deaths from this disease during the 
quarter. These deaths occurred in 28 Unions in Ireland—6 deaths 
occurred in Longford Union and 5 in Strokestown Union. In the 
corresponding quarter of 1899 there were 37 deaths from scarlatina in 
Treland, and in the first quarter of the present year’ there were 60 
deaths from this disease. 

The deaths from scarlatina were 44 beneath the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the last five years, 

Typhus,—There were 55 deaths from typhus fever in Ireland during 
the quarter. This number is 35 in excess of the number of deaths from 
this disease occurring in the preceding quarter of this year, and 19 in 
excess of the corresponding quarter of 1899, and 7 above the average 
for the corresponding quarter of the last five years. Of the total 19 
deaths occurred in Leinster, 18 in Ulster, 11 in Connaught, and 7 in 

Munster. The deaths took place in 28 of the 159 Unions of Ireland ; 
7 deaths each took place in Drogheda and Galway, 5 in Milford, and 4 
in Granard. 
Whooping-cough caused 159 deaths, which number is less by 55 
than the number which occurred during the preceding quarter of the 
present year, and 113 less than the number of deaths caused by this 
disease in the corresponding quarter of 1899. The deaths from 
whooping-cough are 142 beneath the average for the corresponding 
quarter of the past five years, representing an annual death-rate of 14 
in each 100,000 of the estimated population of Ireland. 

In the provinces the deaths occurred as following—54 in Munster, 
50 in Ulster, 39 in Leinster, and 16 in Connaught. In the following 
Unions 29 deaths occurred in Belfast, 19 in South Dublin, 14 in 
Dungarvan, 10 in Fermoy, and 10 in Clonmel. Of the 14 deaths oc- 
curring in Dungarvan Union, 8 took place in Ringville district, which 
corresponds to an annual rate of 11:5 per 1,000 of the population 
2,788. 

( eae the 67 deaths caused by this disease 36 took place 

in Ulster, 24 in Leinster, 6 in Munster, and 1 only in Connaught. The 

deaths took place in 29 of the Unions in Ireland, 14 or nearly one-fourth 

of all the deaths occurred in Belfast, 6 each occurred in Kilkenny 

and Dublin South, 5 in Banbridge, and 4 each in Dublin North and 
_ Ballymena. 

In the preceding quarter of the present year there were 108 deaths 
from diphtheria, and in the corresponding quarter of 1899 there were 
73 deaths from this disease. 

The deaths from diphtheria are one above the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the last five years. 

Simple continued Fever.—Under this heading 18 deaths were re- 
turned, being 1 under the previous quarter. This number is 16 
under the average for the corresponding quarter of the last five years ; 
6 deaths occurred in Leinster, 6 in Munster, 4 in Connaught, and 2 
in Ulster. 

Enteric Fever.__Deaths from enteric fever, which had fallen to 
157 in the March quarter of the present year from 247 in the last 
quarter of 1899, rose again to 211 in the quarter ending June 30th, 1900. 
This number is 37 over the average for the corresponding quarter of 

ast five years. 
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Of those deaths 124 took place in Ulster, 42 in Leinster, 31 in Munster, 
and 14 in Connaught. 

Out of 159 Unions in Ireland, 53, or one-third, of the total contri- 
buted deaths to this disease. In Belfast 86 deaths occurred ; 38 deaths 
took place in Belfast No. 4 Urban District, in which the Union 
Hospital is situated and 13 deaths took place in Belfast No. 3 Urban 
District ; 19 deaths occurred in South Dublin, and 12 in North Dublin 
Unions; 6 deaths occurred in Dromore West, 6 in Lisburn, 5 in 
Omagh, and 4 in Kanturk. 

The 86 deaths occurring in Belfast represent an annual death rate of 
9-1 per 10,000 of the population. 

Diarrhoa.__The deaths from diarrhea, in number 152, are 35 under 
the average of the corresponding quarter of last five years, and less by 
65 than the preceding quarter of the present year, but 11 in excess of 
the number of deaths from this disease, which occurred in the correspond- 
ing quarter of last year; 81 deaths occurred in Ulster, 32 in Munster, 
30in Leinster, and 9 in Connaught. Of the total number, 34 occurred 
in Belfast Union, 11 in South Dublin, and 8 in North Dublin Unions. 

Cholera, English. Two deaths occurred : 1 in South Dublin Union 
and 1 in Skull Union. 

Cerebro-spinal Meningitis.—Forty-five deaths took place from this 
disease in the Dublin Registration area, as compared with 7 which took 
place in the previous quarter ; the total number of deaths from this dis- 
ease, 52, during the half-year, is 46°6 above the average, 5:4, for the 
corresponding period of the five years ending on the 30th June, 1899. 

Two deaths are reported as having occurred from this disease in 
Limerick, and 1 in Moroe ; 2 deaths are also reported as occurring in 
Armagh, and cerebro-spinal meningitis is reported as being very preva- 
lent in Cork Urban Districts 4 and 7 during the quarter. 

The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :—-Chicken-pox in 1 district, measles in 46 districts, scarla- 
tina in 20, whooping-cough in 14, diphtheria in 10, fever in 41 (typhus 
13, ill-defined 1, and enteric 27), influenza in 30, and cerebro-spinal 
meningitis in 5. 

Inquests.__There were 524 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to 1 in every 42 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 32 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 58, in Ulster 1 to 36, and in Connaught 1 to 159. 

Deaths in Public Institutions._Of the 22,037 deaths registered, 3,812 
or 17'3 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 24'8, in Munster 20-7, in Ulster 11:7, and in Connaught 10:2.

According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 
second quarter of the year 1900, there were 33,629 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 3,172 cases the operation was postponed, 41 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,584 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 
total of 38,426 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 
nation were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION,

The average price of Messrs, Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 5d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’ Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. In the second quarter 
of the year 1899 the average price was 5d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1890 it was 6d. 

The average price of oatmeal (lst quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 14s. per cwt., being 3d. over the average for the correspond- 
ing quarter of the year 1899. In the second quarter of 1890 the average 
price was 15s. 3d. per cwt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 7d. to 5s. 2d. In the second quarter of 1899 
the average prices were 2s. 10d. to 4s. 8d., and the prices for the 
corresponding quarter of 1890 were 2s. 5d. to 3s. 4d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 53s. to 62s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1899 the average prices were from 51s. 6d. to 60s. and in the 
second quarter of 1890 they were from 53s. 6d. to 65s. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 22s. to 25s. per ton. 

The highest price of 2? per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1024, and the lowest £100. The 
minimum annual rate of discount charged on Irish bills at the Bank of 
Ireland was reduced on the 11th January from 6 per cent., at which it 
stood since the 30th November 1899, to 5 per cent., on the 25th January 
to 44 per cent, and on the 24th May to 4 per cent.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phoenix Park, 
Dublin, during the second quarter of the years 1895-1900, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 106) :— | 

The mean height of the barometer during the second quarter of 1900 
was 29°934 inches, being ‘059 inch under the average for the corres-

The wind blew on 3 days from N., on 6 days from N.E., on 8 days 
each from E. and 8.E., on 11 days from §S., on 14 days from 8.W., on 
26 days from W., and on 5 days from N.W., and the air was calm on 
10 days at 9 a.m.

was the warmest day, and the 15th the coldest night. The mean 
of the dry bulb was 48-8°, and of the wet bulb 45:4°. The maximum 
heat in sun was 120-2°, and the minimum on the grass 24:2°, The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 11 nights, The total amount 
of sunshine recorded was 147-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 
12-7 hours on the 20th. The maximum ozone was ‘9, the minimum ‘1, 
and the mean ‘5. Rain or snow fell on 19 days. The rainfall measured 
1-655 inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘290 inch on the 3rd. 


May.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-944 inches; the highest reading (30-435 inches) was on the 29th, 
at 9 a.M., wind N.W.; and the lowest (29-051 inches) on the 3rd, at 
9 a.m., wind S.W. The mean temperature of the air was 33-0°, the 
maximum registered was 634°, and the minimum 49°5°. The 28th was 
the warmest day, and the 19th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 52°5°, and of the wet bulb 48:1°. The maximum heat in 

- sun was 122°3°, and the minimum on the grass 26°3°. The minimum 
_ on the grass was below 32° on 8 nights. The total amount of sunshine 
_ recorded was 210-6 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14°8 hours 
on the 16th. The maximum ozone was °7, the minimum ‘1, and the 
mean ‘5, Rain or snow fell on 14 days. The rain-fall measured 2:055 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘575 inch on the 23rd. 


June.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29°898 inches; the highest reading (30°438 inches) was on the Ist, 
at 9 am., wind E.; and the lowest (29°376 inches) on the 24th, at 
9 p.m, wind §.W. The mean temperature of the air was 56:1°, the 
maximum registered was 70°1°, and the minimum 39°6°.

The maximum heat 
in sun was 137-3°, and the minimum on the grass 31:0... The mini- 
‘Mum on the grass was below 32° on 2 nights. The total amount of sun- 
shine recorded was 181-6 hours, the greatest daily amount being 14°6 
hours on the 3rd. The maximum ozone was °7, the minimum °1, and 
the mean ‘3, Rain or snow fell on 21 days. The rain-fall measured 3-700 
inches ; the greatest amount in 24 hours was ‘915 inches on the 20th.

Kitruss ; Craggaknock.—During quar- 
ter thirteen of the deaths registered were 
those of people whose ages were as fol-

98, 89, 80, and 98 years. 


Kitrusa ; Kilrush, W.—Pneumonia very 
prevalent ; district otherwise healthy. 


ScaRrirF ; Annacarriga.—There was one 
case of typhus which I sent to Scarriff 
fever hospital. I have strong hopes, from 
the measures of precaution employed, that 
the spread of the malady is checked. 


ScarrisF; Feakle,—Sanitary arrange- 
ments fairly good. No contagious disease. 
There appears from the usual column of the 
indexed minute-book ¢o be 63 children in 
the district over three months old on 30th 
June, 1900, not vaccinated, dead, or other- 
wise accounted for. 


Tuxtta; Kilkishen.—There was one case 
of enteric fever during the quarter. The 
patient was removed to hospital and the 
disease did not spread. The source of 
infection could not be traced.

Bantry ; Bantry W.—Health of district 
very good; no zymotic disease prevailing ; 
the death of a man at the age of 102, and 
a woman at 99 is recorded.

ENNISKILLEN ; Holywell, No. 2.—There 
were four cases of enteric fever during the 
quarter; all occurred in different houses 
very remote from each other; the cause in 
every case was the use of impure water; the 
patients were removed to hospital, and the 
houses disinfected. The village of Black- 
lion is very much in need of good waiter. 


GRANARD ; Finnea, No. 2.—Measles very 
prevalent during past two months.

DongeaLt; Laghy.—-Measles prevalent 
during quarter. 


DoneEGaL; Mountcharles.--There was an 
epidemic of measlesin the beginning of the 
quarter, and four deaths from the disease 
were recorded ; from influenza two deaths 
were registered, 


DowneGa; Pettigoe.—One death at 104 
years of age registered, 


GLENTIEs ; Carrick._-Measles very pre- 
valent. I know of two fatal cases from bron- 
chial sequele ; the disease has now almost 
altogether passed away. There were some 
cases of fever contined to one townland, and 
two deaths of married men occurred. 


GuientiEs ; Dunglow, No. 1.—Vaccina- 
tion has been fairly well attended to ; but 
owing to an epidemic of measles in the dis- 
trict several cases had to be postponed.

LONDONDERRY; Burt.—One death from 
enteric fever not yet registered. 


MiutFrorp ; Fanad.—There was a 
severe outbreak of typhus fever during the 
month of May and beginning of June, in 
in the Fanad West Division, particularly 
in townland of Ballyhoorisky ; about thirty 
cases, I believe, in all occurred ; there were 
three deaths from it in the district (which 
have not yet been registered), and six 
deaths amung the cases removed te Milford 
Union Hospital. No case has occurred now 
for almost three weeks, so I trust the epi- 
demic is stamped out. The houses where 
it occurred have Leen thoroughly disin- 
fected and bedding, etc., destroyed. I 
consider the outbreak was chiefly due to 
bad ventilation and overcrowding. 


MitFrorp ; Kilmacrenan and Milford W. 
——All deaths from typhus registered in this 
district, occurred in Union Fever Hospital. 


Mitrorp ; Rathmullan.--Measles preva- 
lent during June. 


Down County. 


BANBRIDGE; Ballyward.—There was an 
outbreak of diphtheria caused, I believe, by 
the unsanitary state of the district at the 
time, owing to so many empty cesspools, 
from which manure had been removed to 
put under the crops, emitting foul effluvia. 


BANBRIDGE; Crossgar.—An epidemic 
of measles visited the district during the 
first two mouths of the quarter, three deaths 
being caused by it; the disease has now 
quite disappeared. 


BANBRIDGE; Loughbrickland. — There 
were two cases of diphtheria, with one death, 
in first month of quarter. 


Betrast; Castlereagh, No. 2.—The two 
‘deaths from enteric fever were in the 
Military Hospital. 

Downpatrick ; Ballynahinch.—There 
have been a number of cases of whooping- 
cough during the quarter, but the epidemic 
is now abated. The ages of nine persons 
whose deaths were registered were :—-One 
at 97, one at 92, one at 90, feur at 87, one 
at 84, and one at 80 years. 
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DownPaATRICK ; Clough. —T he epidemic 
of influenza has subsided. 


Downpatrick ; Downpatrick, W.—The 
death from measles was more than a year 
subsequent to the primary disease. Four 
deaths attributed to dysentery, two to 
diarrhcea, and three attributed to influenza. 
Some of the primary vaccinations were of 
children born out of district. 


Downvarrick ; Killough.—I attended 
two cases of diphtheria during the quarter ; 
both are now convalescent. 


Downpatrick ; Killyleagh.—There has 
been an epidemic of mumps in one part of 
district ; a good number of adults have 
suffered from the disease. The water 
supply in the town of Killyleagh is deficient 
and impure. 


Downpatrick; Portaferry.— W hoopiag- 
cough and measles prevalent, complicated 
by broncho-pneumonia ; a few deaths result- 
ing. 

Kitxzew; Kilkeel, No. 1.—Three deaths 
from scarlatina, which is still very pre- 
valent in the neighbourhood of Annalong. 


Lispurn; Drumbeg.—An outbreak of 
enteric fever (ten persons affected) occurred 
in the district, believed to be due to an 
infected milk supply. Most of the cases 
were sent to hospital, and the sale of milk 
stopped ; there have been no fresh cases 
during the past five weeks. No death has 
been registered in June. 


LispurN; Hillsborough.—One death from 
enteric fever. The person came into the 
county (ill with the disease) from Belfast. 


LissuRN; Saintfield—-During the past 
quarter the health of the district has been 
very good. Two cases of scarlet fever in 
same family; both died. No further cases 
in district. 


Lurcan; Moira.—Births exactly twice 
the number of deaths, which are below the 
average. No deaths from zymotic disease ; 
district has been particularly free from 
epidemic or other disease. 


Lurcan ; Waringstown.—Although two 
deaths were registered from scarlet fever, 
whooping-cough, and enteric fever, yet 
these diseases were not epidemic, delicacy 
of constitution assisted in causing death in 
the case of whooping-cough. 


NEWTOWNARDS ; Bangor.—The death of 
one person, aged 90 years, was registered. 


NEwTownarps ; Comber. — The health 
of the district is very good, and there is a 
remarkable freedom from epidemics and 
infectious diseases, especially looking at its 
close proximity to Belfast, but at present 
a source of danger ie arising from the 
fact that a. kind of village or suburb of 
City of Belfast is rapidly rising just at the 
very edge of the district in Castlereagh 
district, and the sewerage is apparently to 
be emptied into the river. that runs through 
this town; I have called the attention of 


- the Rural District Council to the matter. ~ 
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Newtownarps ; Greyabbey.—Births and 
deaths about the average; more than half 
the deaths recorded were from chest affec- 
tions, six cases directly or indirectly from 
influenza, fifteen from tubercular disease, 
one case of whooping-cough, four deaths 
from accidental drowning. 


NEWTOWNARDS ; Newtownards, W.—The 
epidemic of mumps which was present at 
the end of the last quarter has disappeared. 
I understand that an engineer has been 
appointed to make a survey of the town in 
reference to the proposed sewerage. 


Fermanagh County. 


ENNISKILLEN ; Florencecourt. — Pneu- 
monia prevalent owing to the wet and 
changeable weather. Sanitary conditions 
highly satisfactory ; no epidemic exists at 
present 

ENNISKILLEN; Holywell, No. 4:—The 


village of Belcoo is in serious need of pure 
water, which could be obtained by gravita- 


tion from a source three quarters of a mile | 


distant, the village of Blacklion being 
seryed by the way. 


Invinestown ; Clonelly.—The deaths of 
persons aged 108 and 100 years respectively 
registered. 


Londonderry County. 


LimAvapy ; Dungiven.—One case of 
measles, an isolated one imported from 
Londen, proved fatal from complications. 


Limavapy ; Limavady, W.—There. was 
one case of typhus of a severe type, which 
occurred in the rural district near the town, 
but the medical gentleman called in recog- 
nized the disease at a very early stage and 
had the patient removed to hospital. The 
sanitary authorities did everything in their 
power to prevent the disease spreading, and 
although six weeks has elapsed since the 
outbreak no fresh case has occurred; the 
source of infection could not be traced. 
One case uf measles occurred in a child who 
had been visiting other children residing in 
a neighbouring district, who had contracted 
the disease in London; complete isolation 
prevented the disease spreading; district 
otherwise free from epidemic or contagious 
disease. 


MAGHERAFELT ; Moneymore. -— In re- 
ference to the death registered from typhoid 
fever, the disease was imported from Belfast 
by a young man at business there who 
came home ill; three others of his family 
took the disease with one death. The 
disease was confined to the one family and 
has since disappeared. There are. several 
cases of measles of a severe type at present 
in district, but no death so far; also some 
cases of whooping-cough. District other- 
wise healthy. : 
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Monaghan County. 


CARRICKMACROSS ; Donaghmoyne. — 
Epidemic of measles now abated ; one death 
from typhoid fever registered. 


CaRRICKMACROSS; Raferagh. — Two 
deaths from measles and one from influenza 
were registered during the quarter ; neither 
disease is prevalent at present. 


CASTLEBLAYNEY ; Ballybay.—Two cases 
of typhus fever were treated during quarter; 
the house in which the patients lived has 
been limewashed and _ disinfected. A 
report of the unfitness of the dwelling for 
human habitation has been sent to the 
Guardians. 


CASTLERLAYNEY; Castleblayney, W.— 
The epidemic of measles continued till the 
middle of May; no deaths from this cause 
were reported. A. nurse in the fever 
hospital. who contracted typhus from a 
patient, died on the thirteenth day of the 
illness ; two other nurses, who were attacked 
by the disease, made a satisfactory recovery. 
Kight deaths from influenza and two from 
cancer were registered, 


CooTEHILL; Dawsongrove.—One fatal 
ease of typhoid fever of a very severe type 
occurred in June. The sanitary arrange- 
ments of the district are fairly good. 


CoorEHILL; Drum, No. 1,—Complaints 
regarding the insufficiency and impurity of 
the diinking water have been made to me 
by the villagers of Drum, who certainly 
are badly off in this respect. Measles of a 
mild type prevalent during quarter. 


MonaGuan; Glaslough.—The influenza, 
which was very prevalent in the early part 
of the quarter, has almost disappeared. 


Tyrone County. 


CiLoauer ; Ballygawley.—Three children 
of one family affected with scarlatina. 


CLocGHER; Fivemiletown.—Eight deaths 
of persons over 60 years were registered. 
There was an epidemic of measles with 
which a large number of persons, chiefly 
children, were attacked, but only one 
death was recorded ; the disease has not died 
out. 


Cooxstown ; Coagh.— Measles of a mild 
type prevalent during the quarter. 


Cookstown; Cookstown, W.— There 
is an outbreak of measles in the district, 
consequently diminished vaccination; no 
death recorded from the disease as yet. 


Cookstown; Stewartstown.—-There has 
been an epidemic of measles; about five 
hundred have been attacked; only one 
delicate child died from the disease. -There 
were also four or five cages of influenza, 
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Duneannon; Caledon and Ballymagran. 
—Two cases of typhoid fever—both re- 
covered, 


Dungannon; Coal Island.—Measles 
very prevalent all over district during 
quarter. 


OmaaH ; Drumquin.—One death from 
enteric fever registered. 


OMAGH; Omagh, No. 1, W.—A number 
of mild cases of influenza occurred during 
the quarter, but no deaths resulted. 


OmaGu; Sixmilecross.—There have been 
a few cases of typhoid fever in the town of 
Beragh. I have had four samples of water 
from public and other wells condemned by 
an analyst. 


SrRABANE; Plumbridge—One case of 
diphtheria, which, in my opinion, was an 
imported one, occurred during quarter ; no 
other case has been reported. 


PROVINCE OF CONNAUGHT. 


Galway County. 


Batumnastoz; Ballinasloe W.—Vac- 
cination had to be postponed owing to an 
epidemic of measles. 


GALWAY; QOranmore.—There was one 
death from typhus fever, but itis not yet 
registered. 


GaLway; Spiddle.-—The custom of 
keeping cattle and pigs in the dwelling- 
houses is very prevalent, also of keeping 
manure and filthy cess-pools very close. to 
the dwelling-houses. Some severe cases of 
typhus fever during the quarter, and some 
mild cases of scarlatina. 


Gort; Ardrahan.—During the month of 
June there were a great many cases of acute 
bronchial-catarrh in young children, caused 
by the coldness and dampness of the atmos- 
phere. Since the 10th June the highest 
reading of the barometer was on the 28th 
(29°89 inches); the lowest reading (29°29 
inches) on the 24th. We have had an ex- 
cessive amount of rainfall and less than the 
average amount of sunshine, 


LoveurEA; Bullaun—Of the persons 
whose deaths were registered, nine. were 
aged respectively .—70, 75, 81, 81, 84, 84, 
87, 90, and 90 years. 


OvGuTERARD; Cloonbur, No. 1.— 
Typhoid fever epidemic during quarter ; 
two deaths therefrom ; disease not spread- 
ing.

— The 
drainage of the village is receiving the at- 
tention of the sanitary authority, otherwise 
the district is in good sanitary condition. 


MANORHAMILTON; Lurganboy. — The 
death of a woman of 100 years of age, was 
registered during the quarter. There was 
a severe epidemic of lobar pneumonia preva- 
lent during quarter, though the mortality 
was exceptionally low. The sanitary con- 
dition of the district would be satisfactory 
were it not for the habit the poorer classes 
have of keeping young calves in their 
dwelling-houses.

The marriages (4,823) registered in Ireland during the second quarter 
of 1900 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0°5 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1899, and 0-1 under the average rate for the second quarter of the ten 
years 1890-99, Of the total number of marriages 3,223 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,600 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 
rate of 3°8 per 1,000 of the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 5°8 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
religious persuasions. Compared with the averages for the corresponding 
period of the preceding ten years, the rate under the former heading 
shows a decrease of 0:1, and under the latter a decrease of 0.3.

Ages.—Of the 16,212 deaths registered last quarter, 2,471, or 15-2 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 6,034, or 37:2 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 


under 1 year old are equal to 99:0 per 1,000 of the births registered.

Whooping-cough.—One hundred and twenty-seven deaths were 
registered during the quarter from this disease. This number is below the 
average of the corresponding quarter of the past five years by 130, and is 
69 under the number which occurred in the third quarter of 1899, and 
32 below the number of deaths which were caused by this disease in the 
preceding quarter of the present year ; 18 deaths occurred in the North 
Dublin Union, and 21 in the South Dublin Union, 11 deaths occurred 
in Cork Union, 11 occurred in the Antrim portion of Belfast Union, 
7 in the Down portion of Belfast Union. Of the deaths occurring in 
Cork Union, 6 occurred in Queenstown No. 1 Registrar’s District, and 
4 in Queenstown No. 2 Registrar’s District. The total, ‘10, represents 
an annual death-rate of 3:3 per 10,000 of the population of Queenstown 
Nos. 1 and 2 Registrars’ Districts ; 2 cases also of persons who died 
in Bandon are reported to have come from Queenstown. 

Diphtheria.—Sixty-six deaths from this disease were registered 
during the quarter. This number is below the average for the 
corresponding quarter of the past five years by 4, but 7 in excess of 
the September quarter of 1899, and one under the number which. 
occurred in the preceding quarter of the present year. In the provinces 
20 deaths occurred in Leinster, 9 in Munster, 35 in Ulster, and 2 
in Connaught; 6 deaths occurred in the North Dublin Union, and 
7 in the South Dublin Union; 2 deaths from diphtheria occurred 
in Kilkenny, 2 occurred in Cashel, 9 occurred in Belfast, and 2 
deaths in each of the Unions of Ballymena, Larne, and Lisburn, 3 
deaths occurred in Milford, 3 in Strabane, 3 deaths occurred in 
Monaghan, and 2 deaths each in Londonderry and Magherafelt. 

Simple Continued and I!l-defined Fever caused 21 deaths, or 6 below 
the average for the corresponding period of the past five years; 4 deaths 
occurred in Leinster, 8 in Munster, 6 in Ulster, and 3 in Connaught, 

Enteric Fever.—-OQne hundred and seventy-seven deaths were caused 
by this disease ; this number is 54 beneath the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the past 5 years, and 53 less than occurred in the 
September quarter of 1899, 34 below the number that occurred in 
the preceding quarter of the present year; of the total 39 occurred 
in Leinster, 14 in Munster, 118 in Ulster, and 6 in Connaught. In 
the Superintendent Registrars’ Districts, 16 deaths occurred in Dublin 
North, 12 in Dublin South, 4 in Cork, 84 in Belfast, 10 in Lisburn. 
Tn Belfast Urban District No. 2, 12 deaths occurred ; in No. 3 Urban 
District, 11 deaths occurred ; and 32 deaths occurred in Belfast Urban 
District No. 4. This represents an annual death-rate of 3:8 per 
1,000 of the population of the last-mentioned district for enteric 
fever, 

Diarrhoea. — Hive hundred and sixty-nine deaths were caused by this 
disease, while the other zymotic diseases dealt with in this report were 549 ; 
So that more than one-half the total of deaths from the principal zymotic 
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diseases in the September quarter of the year was due to epidemic diarrhea. 
Although this is sv, the number of deaths is below the average 
of the corresponding period of the past five years by 216, and below 
the figure of the corresponding quarter of 1899 by 492. In the 
provinces, 238 deaths took place in Leinster, 97 in Munster, 224 
in Ulster, and 10 in Connaught. In the Dublin Registration 
Area there were 209 deaths from diarrhea, a number corresponding 
to an annual rate of 2:4 per 1,000 of the population. In Belfast 
there were 145 deaths, a number corresponding tv an annual rate 
of 16 per 1,000 of the population ; 27 deaths occurred in Cork 
Urban District, 12 in Waterford, and 13 in Londonderry. 

Simple Cholera caused 8 deaths ; 3 occurred in North Dublin, 
3 in South Dublin, and 1 in Rathdown Unions ; and 1 death occurred in 
Newcastle Union. This number is 25 below the average for the corre- 
sponding quarters of the past 5 years. 

Cerebro-spinal Meningitis.—'here were 14 deaths registered during 
the quarter in the Dublin Registration Area, In the first quarter of 
the present year, 7 deaths took place, and in the second quarter there 
were 45 deaths ; 66 deaths from this disease have occurred in the Dublin 
Registration Area in the present year.

_ According to the Returns of Primary Vaccinations received for the 

third quarter of the year 1900, there were 23,205 persons successfully 
vaccinated ; in 2,984 cases the operation was postponed, 55 children 
were reported as insusceptible of vaccination, and the deaths of 1,366 
unvaccinated children under 3 months old were registered, making a 
total of 27,610 children with regard to whom particulars as to vacci- 
nation were ascertained. 


EMIGRATION. 


According to the Returns obtained by the Royal Irish Constabulary and 
the Metropolitan Police, who acted as enumerators at the several Irish 
seaports, the number of emigrants who left Ireland during the quarter 
ended 30th September last, was 11,258 (4,717 males and 6,541 females), 
being 17 less than in the corresponding quarter of the year 1899, and 6 
over the average number for the third quarter of the ten years 1890-99.

The average price of Messrs, Boland’s (Limited) 4-lb. loaf for last 
quarter was 5)d., which was also the average price of Messrs. Johnston, 
Mooney, and O’Brien’s (Limited) bread, delivered. . In the third quarter 
of the year 1899 the average price was 5d., and in the corresponding 
quarter of 1890 it was 6d. 

The average price of oatmeal (Ist quality) in Dublin for the 
quarter was 13s. 6d. per cwt., being 6d. under the average for the corres- 
ponding quarter of the year 1899. In the third quarter of 1890 the 
average price was 15s. 3d. per ewt. 

The average prices per cwt. of potatoes at the Dublin Potato Market 
for the quarter were 3s. 4d, to 4s. 5d. In the third quarter of 1899 
the average prices were 2s. 5d. to 3s. 4d., and the prices for the 
corresponding quarter of 1890 were 2s. 6d. to 3s. 6d. 

The average prices of beef at the Dublin Cattle Market during the 
quarter were from 55s. 6d. to 60s. 6d. per cwt. In the corresponding 
quarter of 1899 the average prices were from 50s. to 56s. 6d., and in the 
third quarter of 1890 they were from 51s. to 61s. 6d. 

The price (including cartage) of Whitehaven coal in the City of 
Dublin for the quarter ranged from 24s. to 28s. per ton. 

The highest price of 22 per cent. Consols at the Dublin Stock 
Exchange for the quarter was £1004, and the lowest £973.

The following particulars have been derived from returns of meteoro- 
logical observations taken at the Ordnance Survey Office,* Phenix Park, 
Dublin, during the third quarter of the years 1895-1900, respectively, 
furnished by direction of the Superintendent of the Ordnance Survey 
(See Table on page 192) :—- 

The mean height of the barometer during the third quarter of 1900 
was 30°013 inches, being ‘044 inch over the average for the corres:

The 
minimum on the grass was below 32° on 1 night. The total amount of 
sunshine recorded was 188-7 hours, the greatest daily amount being 
15:5 hours on the 10th. The maximum ozone was *6, the minimum d 5 
and the mean °3. Rain fell on 16 days. The rainfall measured 
4°090 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 2°140 inches on 


the 27th. 


August.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
29-948 inches; the highest reading (30-416 inches) was on the 13th, 
at 9 A.M, wind W.; and the lowest (29:324 inches) on the 6th, at 
9 a.M., wind H. The mean temperature of the air was 57:1°, the 
maximum registered was 75°8°, and the minimum 43°3°. The 15th was 
the warmest day, and the 29th the coldest night. ‘The mean of the dry 
bulb was 58°7°, and of the wet bulb 55-4°. The maximum heat in 
sun was 131:5°, and the minimum on the grass 35°79. The total 
amount of sunshine recorded was 172-0 hours, the greatest daily amount 
being 13°8 hours on the 14th. The maximum ozone was 1:0, the 
minimum ‘1, and the mean ‘4. Rain fell on 17 days. The rain-fall 
measured 6°170 inches; the greatest amount in 24 hours was 2:110 
inches on the 2nd. 


September.—The mean height of the barometer during this month was 
30°105 inches; the highest reading (30-571 inches) was on the 12th 
at 9 A.M., air, calm; and the lowest (29-375 inches) on the 27th, at 
9 p.M., wind 8.W. The mean temperature of the air was 54°5°, the 
maximum registered was 68°6°, and the minimum 34°4°.

The total amount of sun- 
shine recorded was 183-0 hours, the greatest daily amount being 10°7 
hours on the 12th and 15th.

During the quarter ended 30th December last, there were registered 
in the 827 Registrars’ Districts in Ireland 22,911 births—a number 
equal to an annual birth-rate of 20°4 in every 1,000 of the estimated 
population*—and 18,182 deaths, representing an annual rate of 16:2 per 
1,000. In the same period (according to the returns obtained by the 
Royal Irish Constabulary and the Metropolitan Police, who acted as 
enumerators at the several Irish seaports), 7,218 persons emigrated. 

In England last quarter, the birth-rate represented was 27°6 in every 
1,000 of the estimated population, and the death-rate 16°6 per 1,000. 

The birth-rate in Ireland for the quarter is 0-9 under the average rate 
for the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1890-99, and 1-4 
under the rate for the fourth quarter of 1899. The deaths are 1,113 
under those registered in the corresponding quarter of 1899 ; the death- 
rate is 0-9 under the rate for that quarter, and 0°7 below the average 
for the fourth quarter of the ten years 1890-99. 

Compared with those for the corresponding quarter of 1899, the 
returns of pauperism, furnished by the Local Government Board, show a 
decrease of 1,848 in the average number of Workhouse inmates on 
Saturdays during the quarter, and of 92 in the average number of 
persons on out-door relief. 

Compared with the averages for the fourth quarter of the ten years 
1890-99, the number of Workhouse inmates shows a decrease of 1,198, 
but the number of persons on out-door relief shows an increase of 273, 
the total under both heads being 0-9 per cent: below the average for the 
fourth quarter of the ten years. The estimated decrease in the population 
as compared with the average population for those years is 2°2 per cent. 

The annual marriage-rate (4°4 per 1,000 of the population) represented 
by the marriages registered during the third quarter of 1900 is the same as 
the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding ten years.

MARRIAGES, 


The marriages (5,000) registered in Ireland during the third quarter 
of 1900 are equivalent to an annual rate of 4:4 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, being 0-1 below the rate for the corresponding quarter of the 
year 1899, and equal to the average rate for the third quarter of the ten 
years 1890-99, Of the total number of marriages 3,164 were registered 
under the provisions of the 26 and 27 Vic., cap. 90, and 1,836 under the 
7 and 8 Vic., cap. 81; the former number being equal to an annual 
rate of 3°7 per 1,000 cf the estimated Roman Catholic population, and 
the latter affording a rate of 6°6 per 1,000 of the members of all other 
reiigious persuasions, the rate for each of these headings being equal to 
the average of the corresponding period of the preceding ten years. It 
is to be borne in mind that in many parts of the country the greater 
portion of the annual number of Roman Catholic marriages are cele- 
brated in the first quarter, while as regards other marriages the 
number in the first quarter is generally less than that for xny of the 
other quarters of the year.

BIRTHS. 

The number of births registered during the quarter ended 31st 
December last was 22,911—11,802 boys and 11,109 girls—being equal 
to an annual ratio of 1 in every 49:1, or 20:4 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population. The average number of births registered during 
the corresponding quarter of the ten years 1890-99 was 24,552, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 21:3 per 1,000 of the estimated mean 
population of those years. 

The respective birth-rates for the four provinces* last quarter are— 
Leinster, 19-7 per 1,000 of the population according to the Oensus of 
1891; Munster, 17-4; Ulster, 21:4; and Connaught, 18:3. 

The highest county birth-rate* is 27-7 for Antrim, and the lowest 
13-7 for Longford. Of the intermediate rates the highest five are— 
Dublin, 26:5 ; Down, 25:4; Mayo, 20:9; Armagh, 19-7 ; and London- 
derry, 19:5 ; and the lowest five are—Fermanagh, 13°9 ; Roscommon, 
14:0 ; Monaghan, 14:2 ; Westmeath, 14:3 ; and Meath, 14-7. 

DEATHS. 

T'he number of deaths registered in Ireland during the quarter ended 
31st December last was 18,182—9,046 males and 9,136 females— 
affording an annual ratio of 1 in every 61:9, or 16:2 per 1,000 of the 
estimated population: the average vate for the corresponding quarter 
of the ten years 1890-99 was 16-9 per 1,000. 

The death-rate in Leinster was 18-0 per 1,000 of the population 
according to the Census of 1891; in Munster, 14:1; in Ulster, 16:4 ; 
and in Connaught, 11-4. 

The county death-rates* range from 9-9 in Roscommon to 23°5 in 
Dublin. Between these rates the lowest five are—Mayo, 10°6 ; Leitrim, 
11-2; Cavan, 11:7; Kerry, 11:7; and Clare, 11:9 ; and the highest five 
are—Antrim, 21:5; Kildare, 17-4; Down, 16:4; Kilkenny, 16-0; and 
Limerick, 16:0, .

Ages.—Of the 18,182 deaths registered last quarter, 2,528, or 13-9 
per cent., were of children under 1 year old; and 7,408, or 40°7 per 
cent., were of persons aged 60 years and upwards. The deaths of infants 
under 1 year old are equal to 110°3 per 1,000 of the births registered. 
In the province of Leinster the number of deaths of children under 1 
year old equalled 14°6 per cent. of the total deaths registered therein ; 
in Munster, 14-2 per cent.; in Ulster, 14:3 per cent. ; and in Connaught, 
10°3 per cent. The deaths of persons 60 years old and upwards regis- 
tered during the quarter in Leinster are equal to 37:2 per cent.; in 
Munster to 41:0 per cent.; in Ulster to 40°5 per cent.; and in Connaught 
to 50-2 per cent. of the total deaths registered in the province. 


HEALTH OF THE PEOPLE. 

Diseases.—The total number of deaths from the principal zymotiec 
diseases is 956, or less by 597 than the number occurring in the cor- 
responding quarter of 1899, and is equivalent to an annual rate of 0°8 
per 1,000 living, being 0-6 under the rate for the fourth quarter of last 


year, and 0°3 under the average rate for the fourth quarter of the ten 
years 1890-99, 


Small-pox.—Qne death from this disease occurred during the 
last quarter of 1900 in Dunglow No. 1 Registrar’s District. 


Measles.—Highty-nine deaths occurred during the December quarter 
of 1900, being 100 under the average for the corresponding quarter 
of the preceding five years. During the December quarter of 1899, 
595 cases of measles were registered in Ireland. Of the 89 deaths, 57 
took place in the Province of Ulster, 12 in Leinster, 12 in Munster, and 
8 in Connaught. There were 15 deaths from this disease in Belfast 
Union and 22 in Larne. 


Scarlatina,—Seventy-six deaths occurred during the quarter, being 


57 under the average for the corresponding period of the preceding five 
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years, but 6 in excess of the deaths from this disease in the December 
quarter of 1899. Thirty-seven occurred in the Province of Munster, 
19 in Ulster, 18 in Leinster, and 2 in Connaught. Twenty-six deaths 
occurred in Cork Union, 7 in Belfast, and 6 in North Dublin, 


Typhus Fever,—Thirty-one deaths occurred during the quarter, being 
7 under the average for the corresponding period of the past five years, 
and equal to the number occurring in the December quarter of 1899, 
Thirteen deaths occurred in the Province of Munster, 9 in Connaught, 
6 in Leinster, and 3 in Ulster. There were 2 deaths in Galway Union, 
2 in Sligo, 2 in Tuam, 2 in Cork, 2 in Dunmanway, 2 in Clogheen, and 
3 in Drogheda. 


Whooping-cough.—One hundred and thirty-eight deaths occurred 
during the quarter. This number is 1 below that of the corresponding 
quarter of 1899, and 96 below the average for the corresponding period 
of the past five years. Sixty-four deaths occurred in the Province of 
Leinster, 52 in Ulster, 14 in Munster, and 8 in Connaught. Twenty- 
nine deaths occurred in North Dublin Union, 22 in South Dublin, 16 in 
Belfast, 8 in Londonderry, 6 in Magherafelt, 6 in Larne, 9 in Cork, 5 in 
Ballymoney, 4 in Ballymena, and 4 in Rathdrum Union. 

Diphtheria.—One hundred and one deaths were caused by this disease, 
being 3 below the number which occurred in the December quarter of 
1899, and 8 in excess of the average for the corresponding period of the 
past five years. Forty-nine deaths occurred in the Province of Ulster, 29 
in Leinster, 18 in Munster, and 5 in Connaught. In Belfast Union there 
were 18 deaths, in South Dublin 7, and in North Dublin 5. In the 
following Registrars’ Districts more than 1 death occurred :—Donny- 
brook, 5; Clontarf and Howth, No. 2; Killarney, No, 2; Rathkeale, 
No. I, and Belfast No. 12, 4 each; in Kilkenny, No.1; Cork Rural, 
No. 1; and Lurgan, No. 1, 3 deaths occurred in each ; in Larne, 
Tandragee, Portadown, Buncrana, Dromore, N ewtownards, Newport, 
Westport, Belfast, No. 2, Belfast, No. 4, Belfast, No. 9, and Belfast, No. 
10, 2 deaths occurred in each. 


Simple Continued and I!l-defined Fever.—There were 15 deaths 
registered under this heading—namely, 7 in Connaught, 4 in Ulster, 
2 in Leinster, 2 in Munster. The average for the corresponding period 
of the past five years being 28. 


Enteric Fever caused 191 deaths in Ireland during the quarter. 
This figure shows a decrease from the December quarter of 1899 of 
56, and is 58 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the 
past five years. It is, however, 14 in excess of the number of deaths 
which occurred in the 3rd, or September, quarter of 1900. In the 
Provinces, 94 deaths occurred in Ulster, 64 in Leinster, 24 in Munster, 
and 9 in Connaught. Sixty-two deaths occurred in Belfast Union, 24 
in North Dublin, and 25 in South Dublin. The deaths in Belfast cor- 
responded to the rate of ‘7 per 1,000 of the population (estimated to the | 
middle of 1900), and in Dublin to °6 per 1,000 of the population accord- 
ing to the Census of 1891. Five deaths occurred in each of the following 
Unions :—Lisburn, Newry, and Mitchelstown. Of the 5 deaths in 
Mitchelstown, 2 took place in the Registrar’s District of Galbally, and 
3 in the Registration District of Mitchelstown, No. 1. 


Diarrhoea.—'|'hree hundred and twelve deaths occurred from this 
disease. The deaths are 12 above the average for the December 
quarter of the last five years. They are, however, 257 under the 
number which occurred in the September quarter of 1900. In the 
Provinces, 130 deaths occurred in Leinster, 88 in Munster, 84 in 
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Ulster, and 10 in Connaught. Ninety-five of the deaths in Leinster 
were in the County Dublin. Of this number, 44 occurred in North 
Dublin Union and 45 in South Dublin. Thirty-one of the deaths 
in Munster occurred in County Cork, and 18 of them were in Cork 
Union. Thirty-six of the deaths in Ulster occurred in County Antrim 
and 27 in County Down. Of the total of these last two figures, 
41 occurred in Belfast Union. The death-rate from this disease, per 
1,000 of the population in 1891, of the Dublin Unions (North and 
South), was 1:0, and that for Belfast -5 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population to middle of year 1900, 


Simple Cholera caused 2 deaths—! in Antrim district and 1 in 
Finglas and Glasnevin district. 





Cerebro-spinal Meningitis.—''here were 5 deaths registered during 
the quarter in the Dublin Registration Area. In the first quarter of 
the present year, 7 deaths took place, in the second quarter there 
were 45 deaths, and in the third quarter 14; 71 deaths from this disease 
were registered in the Dublin Registration Area during the year 1900. 


In the remainder of Ireland the following cases have been reported 
by the Registrars in their quarterly returns :— 


One death in Murragh district, Bandon Union, one death in Cork 
Urban No. 7 district, and 2 deaths in Holywell No. 2 district, Ennis- 
killen Union. 


The Registrars, in their Notes, report the presence of the following 
diseases :--Small-pox in one district, measles in 25 districts, scarlatina 
in 39, whooping-cough in 21, diphtheria in 13, fever in 38 (typhus 3, 
simple continued 1, and enteric 34), influenza in 17, and mumps in 3, 





Inquests.—'T'here were 561 inquests reported to the Registrars during 
the quarter, this number being equal to i in every 32 of the total deaths 
registered. 

In Leinster there was 1 inquest to every 29 deaths registered, in 
Munster 1 to 40, in Ulster 1 to 27, and in Connaught 1 to 71. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. _—Of the 18,182 deathsregistered, 3,363, 
or 18-5 per cent., occurred in public institutions. In Leinster the per- 
centage was 25:5, in Munster 23:5, in Ulster 11-4, and in Connaught 13-2,

CarLow; Carlow No. 1, W.—The district 
has been very free from any dangerous 
disease though a number of cases of 
whooping-cough, followed by a mild form 
of measles, prevailed thrcughout the quarter. 
The sanitary arrangements of Carlow are 
fairly good, but the rivers Barrow and 
Burren are liable to overflow and inundate 
large parts of the town causing some danger 
to public health.

Dus, Norru ; North City No. 3, W.—- 
Sanitary condition of the district is fairly 
good. I have nothing to report concerning 
the principal zymotic diseases, as there were 
very few cases of infectious disease. 


Dusuin, Souts ; Tallaght.—One death 
90 years of age.

Atuy ; Monasterevan.—There has been 
some improvement in the sanitary depart- 
ment. 


Bautincuass; Baltinglass No. 2. — 
Primary vaccinations postponed in conse- 
quence of sickness amongst children and 
infants in the district,

healthy. 


CELBRIDGE; Kilcock.—. With the excep- 
tion of an epidemic of whooping-cough the 
district was free from disease during past 
quarter. Owing to the whooping-cough 
there were only four cases of successful 
vaccination. 


CELBRIDGE; Maynooth.—The sanitary 
state of district is fair. ' 


EPENDERRY; Carbury. — A few cases 
of influenza the last few weeks, otherwise 
health of district good.

ARDEE; Drumcondra.—No epidemic— 
district tairly healthy. 


Droeuena ; St, Mary’s.—The sanitary 
state of the district is good, and free from 
principal zymotic diseases at_present. 


DroacHEpa; Stamullen.—With the ex- 
ception of two cases of scarlatina (mild type) 
the district has been in a healthy state 
during the past quarter. Sanitary state and 
water supply generally good. 


DunsusauGHLIn ; Dunboyne.—Two cases 
of facial erysipelas were notified during the 
quarter, and resulted in recovery. ‘There 
were some cases of whooping-cough, none 
of which were fatal. 


DuNSHAUGHLIN ; Ratoath W.—One fatal 
case of scarlatina in last month of quarter. 


Kewis; Kells W.—The district is very 
healthy at present. 


KE xxs; Kilskeer.—The district is healthy, 
Three members of one family had typhoid 
fever. 1 had them removed to Kells Fever 
Hospital, and place and clothing disinfected. 


Navan ; Navan W.-—Whooping-cough 
has been prevalent during the past quarter, 
and scarlatina of a mild type has appeared 
in five or six cases. In all other respects 
the sanitation of the district and health of 
the people are satisfactory. 
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Navan; Painestown.—The district has 
been remarkably healthy during the quarter. 
Sanitary condition improved. 


Oxpcastin; Oldcastle W.—The general 
condition of the health of the district is 
satisfactory. Very few deaths occurred 
except in the Union Workhouse.

ABBEYLEIX ;, Ballinakill.—No_ sickness 
prevalent in district during the past quarter.

Cartow ; Carlow No. 2.—The district has 
been very free from any dangerous disease, 
though a number of cases of whooping- 
cough, followed by a mild form of measles, 
prevailed throughout the quarter. The 
sanitary arrangements of the district are 
fairly good, but the river Barrow is liable 
to overflow its banks and inundate a popu- 
lous portion of the district,causing consider- 
able danger to public health.

Ratuprum; Annamoe.—There have been 
three cases of scarlatina in this district 
during the quarter, but no death from it. 


RatruprumM ; Dunganstown-—The district 
during the quarter was altogether free from 
epidemics, with the exception of whooping- 
cough among children, but in no case was

— District free from 
contagious or infectious disease. Sanitary 
condition of district fairly good. 


Scarrivr ; Mountshannon W.—Of forty- 
two births registered by me, received only 
one successful vaccination certificate. Dis- 
trict healthy. 


TuLLA; Quin.—-The sanitary arrange- 
ments in district are fair. 


Cork County. 


Bannon; Murragh.—The death of a 
man aged 101 years was registered during 
the quarter, which was well au‘henticated. 
There was one case of cerebro-spinal fever, 
which proved fatal, and five of typhoid, 
one patient dying of the disease. 


Bantry ; Bantry W.—Health of the dis- 
trict very good. 


Bantry ; Durrus and Kilcrohane.——Dis- 
trict very healthy; vaccination a little back- 
ward owing to wet weather. 


Bantry; Glengarrif, — District re- 
markably healthy, and in a fair sanitary 
condition. 


CastLETtown ; Kilcatherine.——Influenza 
beginning to make its appearance, district 
otherwise healthy ; vaccination much re- 
tarded by inclement weather. 


CLONAKILTY ; Timoleague.—There were 
only 15 children vaccinated during quarter 
in consequence of the influenza epidemic, 
otherwise district healthy. 


Cork; Blarney.—Scarlatina of a mild 
type somewhat prevalent in one village for 
the last month of quarter. 


Corx ; Cork No. 1.—Scarlatina present. 


Cork; Cork No. 4~-Scarlatina very pre- 
valent during the quarter. 


Cork ; Cork No. 7.--Scarlatina has been 
very prevalent during the quarter, but of a 
mildtype. One death attributed to cerebro- 
spinal meningitis. 

Cork ; Dripsey.—Not much illness. 


Cork ; Riverstown. ~ Vaccination post- 
poned in a number of cases owing to the 
prevalence of whooping-cough, 


DunmMANWAY ; Dunmanway W. — Dis- 
trict healthy during the quarter; the case of 
fever came from Valencia and was sent to 
hospital. 

Kanturk; Kanturk W.-Whooping-cough 
prevalent in portions of the district, in con- 
sequence of which a good many children 
were unfit for vaccination. 


KruMatuock ; Charleville.—-The district 
is very healthy. 
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KrInsa.e ; Ballyfeard.—Health of district 
fair. Bronchial diseases rather prevalent 
owing to the severity of the weather, 
though not of a fatal nature. One case of 
puerperal fever occurred with death. 


Matiow; Ballyclogh.—District free from 
epidemics during last quarter ; but owing 
to the severe weather, I had to postpone 
vaccination, as children could not be 
brought out. Sanitary arrangements fairly 
satisfactory. 


MALLOW; Buttevant. —- Influenza of a 
mild type prevailed during the quarter, and 
delayed vaccination. 


MatLow; Rahan.—Measles has been 
very prevalent during the past quarter, no 
deaths have occurred from it ; the epidemic 
is now almost over. Typhoid fever has 
occurred in one house. 


MIDDLETON ; Aghada.—This district has 
been very healthy during the quarter, 
There have been four cases of influenza, 
two of enteric fever, and one of scarlatina— 
all in the months of November (influenza), 
and December (enteric and scarlatina). 


MILLSTREET ; Cullen. An epidemic of 
typhoid prevailed during the quarter —17 
cases, and one death in hospital. 


MircHestown ; Kildorrery.x—Owing to 
an epidemic of measles, vaccination had to 
be completely postponed. One case of 
typhoid fever sent to Workhouse hospital. 


MiITcHELSTOWN ; Mitchelstown No. 1 W. 
—Vaccination postponed, owing to scarlatina 
being prevalent in the district, also owing 
to the extremely wet weather. 


SKIBBEREEN; Shibbereen W.—District 
free from diseases of an infectious nature. 


SxutL; Goleen.—Sanitary condition of 
district very fair; four or five cases of measles 
ofa mildtype. District on the whole fairly 
healthy. 


Sxuti; Skull W.—Of the twenty deaths 
registered during the quarter, three were 
over 90, two over 80, and eight over 70. 
One case of scarlatina occurred in the dis- 
trict, but sharp steps were taken to prevent 
its spread, which proved successful. 


Kerry County. — 


CAHERSIVEEN ; Caher.—The sanitary 
condition of the district is good ; there is no 
disease prevalent, nor any other circum- 
stances affecting the public health which 
would require attention. 

CAHERSIVEEN ; Derrynane. — Sanitary 
condition of the district is fairly satisfactory 
but vaccination is neglected. 

CAHERSIVEEN; Emlagh.—Sanitary ar- 
rangements fairly good. No vaccination 
in consequence of severity of the weather. 

CAHERSIVEEN ; Glanbehy.—-Two died of 
bronchitis, 3 died of old age. 

CaHERSIVEEN ; Valencia — Two of the 
deaths registered were 93 and 96 years old. 
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DINGLE ; Castlegregory.--The district is 
in a healthy state. 


DineLE; Dingle W.—There have been a 
few cases of scarlatina in the district lately, 
otherwise it has been very free from sick- 
ness. 


DinGLE; Ventry. -~ There have been 
several cases of scarlatina in the Electoral 
Divisions of Kilquane and Kilmakedar. 
Three deaths have been registered. 


KENMARE; Kenmare W.—One case of 
scarlet fever came under my treatment, and 
was duly reported. 


KENMARE ; Twosist. — District very 
healthy. 


KILLARNEY ; Coom.—Enteric fever was 
prevalent in the eastern portion of district 
during the months of October, November, 
and part of December. About 40 patients 
were removed to hospital, and 10 treated 
in their houses. No vaccination in con- 
sequence of this outbreak. Sanitary state 
of district good. 


KILLARNEY ; Killarney No. 2.—Four 
cases of diphtheria occurred in rural portion 
of district. Onechild died afew hours after 
I first saw it, and before anti-diphtheria 
serum arrived. The other three recovered 
under the anti-diphtheria serum treatment. 


Kituarney; Milltown.—District healthy. 
Two cases of typhoid in private practice 


‘removed to Fever hospital. 


KintaRNeY ; Molahiffe. — District 
healthy. 
ListowEt ; Ballyhorgan.—Sanitary state 


of district good. 


ListowEL; Ballylongford. — Notwith- 
standing three months of excessively wet 
and damp weather, the health of district 
was good. There was not a single case of 
infectious disease, either scarlet or other 
fever. Out of eighteen deaths registered 
for quarter ten were upwards of sixty 
years. 

TRALEE; Ardfert.—I am instructed to 
state that the general health and sanitation 
of this district are good. No virulent or 
contagious disease prevail. There was one 
case of whooping-cough which, however, 
was not fatal. The vaccination is slack at 
this cold period, but is amply performed 
during the warmer quarters. 

TRALEE; Castlemaine.—District healthy. 
No contagious or infectious disease preva- 
lent. One case of typhoid in private 
practice removed to fever hospital. 


TRALEE; Tralee No. 2,—District healthy. 


Limerick County. 


Krrmauiock ;_ Bruff.— Sanitary con- 
dition of the district good. No case of 
infectious disease during quarter. 

Kitmautock ; Bruree.—Influenza with 
bronchial complications was prevalent during 
the quarter.

Three deaths have occurred from 
this epidemic—a National teacher aged 36 
years, a farmer aged 65 years, and a 
farmer’s son aged 10 years. 


NEwcasTLE; Ardagh.—The 
state of the district is pretty fair. 


NEWCASTLE ; Feenagh.—Health of the 
district good.

past quarter the district was very healthy ; 
latterly a few cases of pertussis (whooping- 
cough) has appeared amongst the children. 


The 
sanitary arrangements in the district are 
fairly good. Whooping-cough has been 
prevalent in the district during the past 
quarter. 


RATHKEALE; Rathkeale No 1 W.--The 
only incident affecting the public health of 
the district for the quarter was a slight 
epidemic of diphtheria, from which 4 deaths 
resulted. There has not been a single case 
of any other zymotic disease. Two bad 
cases of diphtheria yielded to therapeutic 
serum. Those who died were moribund 
when first visited, and even if it were worth 
while to try antitoxine they died before it 
could be procured. 


RaTHKEALE; Rathkeale No. 2. — 
District was free from all contagious 
diseases during the quarter, with the 
exception of one of diphtheria,

Some cases of scarlet 
fever, which did not spread, and case of 
diarrhoea, which caused the deaths of two 
children, who were unattended by a medical 
man, The disease was very general all the 
country over? 


CLOGHEEN; Cahir—No cases of an 
epidemic character occurred in the district 
during the past quarter. 


CLONMEL; Clonmel W. -A very severe 
epidemic of measles occurred during the 
quarter, and owing to pulmonary compliea- 
tions was fatal in several instances. 


CLONMEL. —Kilsheelan No. 1.——-Measles 
prevalent in and around the village of Kil- 
sheelan. Two cases of facial erysipelas 
occurred during the quarter. No other 
infectious disease. 


CronmEL; Marlfield.— Vaccination well 
attended to. Sanitary condition of district 
satisfactory. About 20 cases of measles 
were attended during past quarter; type 
mild, and all recovered save one case that 
was complicated with convulsions. Out- 
break has entirely ceased, not a case having 
come under notice for past three weeks. 


Nenacu; Nenagh W.—No special form 
of disease prevalent. 


Nenacu; Newport.—District healthy. 
Sanitary arrangements good. 


Nenacu; Portroe. — District very 
healthy notwithstanding excessive rainfall.

TrprERARY ; Emly.—The health of dis~ 
trict during the above quarter was excellent, 
except in the case of three typhoid patients.
